REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As argued by Applicant (response pp.4-5), "a construction may be airtight at 
ambient pressure and not be airtight at all under the conditions encountered during 
autoclaving." Accordingly, the prior art fails to suggest the claimed autoclavable 
endoscope having a hermetically sealed unit comprising a plurality of airtight partition 
members having overlapping end parts, the unit formed to provide a sealing level higher 
than a liquid-sealing level of the outer casing so as hinder the high pressure, high 
temperature steam of autoclaving penetrating into the interior. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
